"We have been warned," oaya Dr, Case, 
"that unlosa we can keep pace socially, mor- 

". ally i and esthetlcally. with the gigantic 
Htcldes of science and technology. H'O 
ance of our civilization becomes highly pre- 

■ carious. It a world which has known tlie phe- 
nomenon ot a Hitler and his cult cannot 
grasp the slgnlllcance of that warning, wo 
have llttie hope Indeed of rlghtltig our- 
aelvM." 

Great changes will come about after the 
war ends, but the world's problems axe not 
Bolng to be settled by hoUcoptcra, television, 
electronically heated houses or plastics. They 
wHl be settled, whenever they are aettJed, by 
a bettor understanding of man as an Indi- 
vidual and as a component of society, of hla 
needs, and rights, and duties.

CHILDREN SHOULD BE WARNED 
Youth's urge to play with things that are 
dangerous has resulted In two tragedies in 
Magic Valley within the last two weeks. 

When his home-made gun was blown to 
pieces by an explosive charge which he him- 
self had mixed, a 14-ycar-old Murtaugh boy 
met almost Instant death, hla body horribly 
mutilated. 

At Oakley, another 14-year-old boy lost the 
greater pgrllon ot four fingers and both 
thumbs when dynamite caps with which he 
was playing exploded. It's pathetic that this 
boy must go through iffc wKh his permanent 
injury, yet he was fortunate In escaping 
death or blindness. It appears that Injuries 
about his face will not prove serious. 

Every parent In Magic Valley will shudder 
Bt the thought of any such misfortune befall- 
ing one of his youngsters, but such appre- 
hension will probably be of only passing con- 
cern. 

It would be well worthwhile If all parents 
with growing children would take time out to 
Impress upon their youngsters tho dangers 
they may. encounter, and to cite tJicSe two 
unfortunate tragedies as examples. 

No parents should take It for granted that 
their children will never have access to play- 
things that are dangerous, it could come 
about by accident as was the case with the 
Oakley boy who found the dynamite caps 
along the road where explosives previously 
had been used, or through associations with 
playmates. 

It should be drilled into every child that 
guns, bullets, shells, powder, dynamite caps, 
mstchcs and such arc extremely dangerom. 
Such things are particularly dangerous in in- 
experienced hands that may do anything to 
satisfy a youthful curiosity.
